MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 

FOR  YEAR  1946. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  The  Registrar-General  estimated  that  the 
population  at  the  middle  of  1946  was  89,941,  an  increase  of 
3,289  over  the  previous  year.  For  comparison  the  figures 
for  the  previous  four  years  are  also  shown.

Births  and  Birth  Rates. — The  total  number  of  live  births 
registered  during  1946  was  1092;  173  more  than  last  year. 
25  were  transferred  out  but  on  the  other  hand  728  were 
transferred  in  giving  a total  of  1795  as  against  1520  in  1945. 
The  total  number  of  still  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  23,  but  24  were  transferred  in  making  a County  total 
of  47.  47  of  the  live  births  were  illegitimate.  The  corrected 
birth  rate  (live  births)  was  19.2  per  1000  of  the  population 
as  against  16.2  in  1945.  The  still-birth-rate  was  26  per 
1000  births  (including  still-births). 

Deaths  and  Death  Rates. — The  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered in  the  County  was  973,  as  against  892  in  1945.  195 

deaths  were  transferred  out,  but  309  were  transferred  in  : 
The  corrected  figure  was  therefore  1087  as  against  1011  in 
the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  was  12.1  per  1000  of  the 
population,  as  against  11.7  in  1945.  Of  the  1087  deaths 
recorded  535  were  males  and  552  females.  86  persons,  i.e., 
28  males  and  58  females  had  attained  the  age  of  85  or  over 
at  the  time  of  death. 
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Infantile  Mortality.— The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  was  85,  11  less  than  last  year  which 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  47  per  1000  live  births. 
This  figure  was  a record.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were 
as  follows: — Congenital  debility,  premature  births,  <kc.,  51, 
pneumonia  15;  diarrhoea  3;  whooping  cough  2. 

Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases. — The  following  deaths 
from  infectious  disease  were  recorded  during  the  year : 
Cerebrospinal  fever  4 ; whooping  cough  3 ; diphtheria  1 ; 
measles  1 ; other  infectious  diseases  4. 


Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. — During  1946,  58  deaths 
were  due  to  one  or  other  form  of  tuberculosis.  Of  these  51 
were  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a death-rate  for 
this  type  of  0.57  per  1000  as  against  0.40  in  1945.  Deaths 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  numbered  7 giving  a death- 
rate  of  0.078  per  1000  as  against  0.15  in  the  previous  year. 
The  death-rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.64  per 
1000  as  against  0.58  in  the  previous  year.

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Including  Erysipelas,  Septicaemia,  Dysentery,  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Lethargic  Encephalitis. 
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Deaths  from  Influenza. — Six  deaths  were  registered 
from  this  cause,  as  against  3 in  1945. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia. — Thirty-nine  deaths  were  regis- 
teied  from  this  cause,  as  against  29  in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  Cancer. — Cancer  of  one  sort  or  another 
caused  142  deaths  (63  males  and  79  females),  23  less  than  in 
1945.

A.— GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Water  Supplies. 

In  the  Eastern  Area  of  the  County  eleven  samples  were 
analysed.  While  the  bacterial  count  in  the  case  of  Bowling 
and  Blackmailing  Reservoirs  was  relatively  high,  this  fact 
need  not  give  rise  to  concern  as  the  sources  are  unimpeach- 
able. 

In  the  Western  Area  of  the  County  five  samples  were 
analysed  and  in  the  case  of  two  samples — one  of  them  from 
a dairy  farm — there  was  reason  to  believe  that  contamination 
was  occurring.  Further  analysis,  following  advice,  is 
awaited. 

During  the  year  correspondence  was  entered  into  regard- 
ing the  chlorination  of  water  supplies,  which  had  been 
affected  as  a war-time  measure.  Analyses  given  me  by  the 
County  Engineer  made  it  obvious  that,  while  chlorination 
was  being  carried  out,  the  emergency  plant  installed  was 
quite  unsatisfactory  and  gave  a false  sense  of  security.  It 
was  suggested  that  on  this  account  chlorination  should  cease 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  agreement  had  been  reached 
with  the  Department  of  Health.

RIVERS  POLLUTION  PREVENTION. 

River  Allander. — Following  complaints  regarding  the 
amount  of  froth  on  the  river,  an  inspection  was  made  on 
16th  October,  1946.  It  was  noted  that  between  the  Ellan- 
gowan  Paper  Mills  and  the  footbridge  in  Milngavie  Public 
Park  there  was  a light  brown  froth  entirely  covering  the 
river  to  a depth  of  12-24  inches.  The  frothing  was  worst  at 
those  points  where  the  water  was  agitated ; for  example,  at 
a weir  and  at  Watt’s  Mill. 

It  was  found  that,  in  order  to  economise  in  the  amount  of 
caustic  used  in  the  soaking  of  straw,  a sulphonated  fatty 
acid  had  been  used  as  a penetrating  agent  and  this,  in 
association  with  the  general  condition  in  the  effluent  from 
the  Paper  Mills,  had  caused  the  exaggerated  frothing. 

A sample  of  the  water  from  the  River  Allander  further 
showed  that  the  amount  of  Suspended  Solids  was  much  in 
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excess  oi  that  allowed  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage 
Disposal. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Manager  of  the  Paper 
Mills,  who  was  exceedingly  helpful  and  co-operative,  and  it 
is  hoped,  when  suitable  machinery  is  available,  that  with 
reasonable  care,  conditions  in  the  River  Allander  will  be 
much  improved. 

River  Bothlyn. — During  October  the  District  Council 
complained  of  the  condition  of  the  Bothlyn  Burn.  On  inspec- 
tion it  was  noted  that  there  was  obvious  pollution  in  the 
course  of  the  burn  on  the  Lanarkshire  side  of  the  boundary. 
Intimation  was  given  to  the  Lanarkshire  Authorities  of  the 
position  but,  owing  to  unsuitable  weather  conditions,  no 
samples  could  be  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Complaints  regarding  the  Mollinsburn  were  also  trans- 
mitted to  the  Lanarkshire  Authorities. 

Gareloch.— The  improvement  which  was  anticipated 
because  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  ships  coming  to 
the  Clyde  Anchorage  was  not  so  marked  as  to  give  any 
satisfaction.  The  smell  of  oil  from  the  water  is  still  periodi- 
cally acute,  while  debris  from  some  ships  is  merely  thrown 
overboard  and  the  foreshore  littered.  The  Masters  of  some 
vessels  are  certainly  not  keeping  to  regulations,  although  it 
has  been  found  impossible  to  prove  this  statutorily  by  catch- 
ing offenders  in  the  act. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND 
DISPOSAL. 

Several  minor  complaints  regarding  drainage  disposal 
were  brought  to  my  attention  during  the  year  but  these  were 
readily  remedied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Details  of  the 
work  done  under  the  above  heading  will  be  found  in  the 
County  Engineer’s  report. 

NUISANCES. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  Vale  of  Leven  District 
Council  regarding  the  obnoxious  smell  from  Jamestown  Dam 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  owners  of  the  property  will  be  able 
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to  see  their  way  to  filling  in  the  dam  and  so  remove  the 
cause  of  complaint. 

The  loco  Works,  Glasgow,  came  under  review  on  a com-| 
plaint  of  obnoxious  fumes  annoying  the  residents  of  the 
Westerton  district.  On  inspection  it  was  found  that,  with 
the  wind  in  a certain  direction,  there  was  a strong  smell  of 
Formaldehyde  and,  in  addition,  an  oily  smell  from  the  burn- 
ing of  waste  material  in  the  open. 

Representations  of  a nuisance  were  made  to  the  Glasgow 
Public  Health  Department,  who  stated  that  the  practice  of 
burning  material  in  the  open  would  cease  as  soon  as  the 
incinerator,  which  normally  burned  the  waste  and  which 
was  under  repair,  again  came  into  commission.  Glasgow 
further  asked  that  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Health 
should  report  on  the  oil  and  Formaldehyde  fumes  but  this 
report  had  not  been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  such  trade  listed  under  Section  32  of 
the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897.  This  is  in  the 
Western  Area  of  the  County  and  during  the  year  gave  no 
cause  for  complaint. 

PRIVATE  STREETS. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  Henderland  Road, 
Westerton,  was  inspected  but  it  was  agreed  that  no  Certifi- 
cate could  be  issued  in  terms  of  Section  39. 

B.— HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

Defective  or  Uninhabitable  Houses. — During  the  year 
5 representations,  affecting  7 houses,  were  made  under  Sec- 
tion 16  (1)  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930.

NOTES  FROM  THE  COUNTY  ARCHITECT  REGARDING

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Architect  for  supplying  the 
following  notes  regarding  the  progress  of  Housing  Schemes, 
Ac.  : — 

The  position  as  regards  building  material  supplies  did 
not  show  any  improvement  during  the  year.  In  fact,  it  got 
worse.  Many  of  the  schemes  in  the  County  were  held  up 
through  lack  of  material,  and  progress  wap  retarded.  The

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Government  instituted  a “ Finish  the  Houses  ” Campaign 
for  speeding  up  the  completion  of  houses  which  were  at  or 
beyond  wallhead  level  on  the  last  day  of  August,  1946  : their 
aim  being  to  have  all  such  houses  completed  and  occupied 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  All  houses  coming  within  this  cate- 
gory were  to  receive  “ super  priority  ” in  the  supply  of 
materials  and  labour.  There  were  84  houses  in  the  County 
which  came  under  this  heading 

1944  Programme. 

Oi.d  Kilpatrick. — 16  houses.  Twelve  houses  have  been 
completed.  Difficulty  in  obtaining  doors  is  holding  up  the 
completion  of  the  remaining  4 houses. 

Duntocher. — 18  houses.  Fourteen  houses  have  been  com- 
pleted. The  demolition  of  the  old  houses  on  this  site  has 
been  commenced,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  site  cleared  to 
permit  of  the  completion  of  the  remaining  4 houses. 

1945  Programme. 

Cordale,  Renton. — 46  houses.  The  eight  houses  in  Cordale 
Crescent  are  being  slated,  and  the  14  houses  in  Cordale 
Avenue  are  being  roofed  in,  but  the  non-delivery  of  timber 
is  causing  some  delay.  The  concrete  underbuilding  of  the 
northern  tenement  of  12  houses  is  finished,  and  the  brickwork 
is  progressing.  The  brickwork  on  the  southern  tenement 
of  12  houses  has  reached  the  second  floor  level. 

Windsor  Place,  Bowling. — 6 houses.  Progress  at  this 
site  is  slow,  and  little  more  than  half  of  the  brickwork  has 
been  completed. 

Swedish  Houses. 

Condorrat. — 10  houses.  Cardross. — 10  houses. — The 

brickwork  at  Condorrat  is  proceeding  slowly ; the  structure 
of  4 houses  is  now  at  first  floor  level  and  the  fabric  of  a 
further  3 houses  has  been  delivered.  At  Cardross,  good  pro- 
gress is  being  made ; 2 houses  are  ready  for  roof  sarking 
and  4 houses  are  at  first  floor  level ; 2 houses  have  now 
reached  wallhead  level  and  delivery  of  the  remaining  2 
houses  is  awaited. 
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Whitsun-Fairhurst  Houses — Tullicheavan. — 50  houses. 
Good  progress  is  being  made  here.  All  the  blocks  are  slated 
or  tiled  and  13  blocks  are  rough-casted.  The  difficulty  in 
obtaining  plaster  board  is  causing  some  delay. 

Traditional  Houses. 

Luss. — 4 houses.  The  Department  of  Health  intimated 
approval  to  the  acceptance  of  the  lowest  oilers  in  respect  of 
the  erection  of  these  houses. 

Gartocharn. — 4 houses.  Tenders  for  this  scheme  were 
remitted  to  the  Architect  for  checking  and  report. 

Rhu. — 12  houses.  The  Public  Health  Landward  Committee 
were  negotiating  for  the  acquisition  of  an  area  of  ground  at 
Rhu,  and  agreed  to  the  erection  of  12  4-apt.  houses  thereon.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Enteric  Fever. — 2 cases  of  para-typhoid  A were  reported 
during  the  year  : 1 in  Bearsden  and  1 in  Helensburgh.  Both 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital  where  one  was  later  diagnosed 
as  food  poisoning. 

Scarlet  Frner. — 103  cases  were  reported  during  1946  as 
against  355  in  the  previous  year.  87  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital.  There  were  no  special  outbreaks.  No  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease.  The  following  was  the  distribu- 
tion— Western  area  44.  Eastern  area  59. 

Diphtheria. — 101  cases  were  notified  as  against  188  in 
1945.  Of  these  55  occurred  in  the  Landward  part  of  the 
County  and  46  in  the  Burghal  areas.  Of  this  latter  number, 
30  were  in  Kirkintilloch.  86  of  the  cases  notified  had  posi- 
tive swabs.  There  was  1 death  from  this  disease  in  an  adult 
unimmunised  person. 

Erysipelas. — 21  cases  were  notified  as  against  33  in  1945. 
3 patients  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Puerperal^  Fever  and  Pyrexia. — 3 cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
occurred,  all  of  which  were  treated  in  hospital.  The  figure 
in  1945  was  8.  As  regards  Puerperal  Pyrexia  5 cases  were 
notified  as  against  15  in  1945  All  the  patients  were  treated 
in  hospital.  There  was  one  death  from  Puerperal  Sepsis. 
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Primary  Pneumonia.  143  cases  were  notified  as  against 
155  in  1945.  There  were  39  deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneu- 
monia. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia. — 15  cases  were  notified  as  against 
12  in  the  previous  year.  10  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. — 15  cases  were  notified  in  1946, 
as  against  26  in  1945.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 
4 deaths  occurred. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 4 cases  occurred,  all  were 
treated  in  hospital  and  no  injury  to  sight  resulted. 

Dysentery. — 11  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  during 
1946  as  against  36  in  the  previous  year.  3 cases  occurred 
in  Blairvaddick  Home  but  only  one  case  of  Flexner  infection 
was  confirmed.  3 other  cases  occurred  in  Woodilee  Mental 
Hospital  and  one  case  in  Milngavie  had  a Sonne  infection. 

Infectious  Disease  at  Dairy  Farms. — 2 cases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  diphtheria  1,  dysentery  1.  In  no  instance 
did  any  epidemic  due  to  a milk  supply  occur.  Specimens 
showed  that  the  dysentery  case  was  a Sonne  infection. 

Infectious  Disease  tn  Children’ s Homes,  &c. — The  follow- 
ing cases  occurred  : — Diphtheria  5 ; dysentery  6 ; pneumonia 
8;  measles  1;  paratyphoid  1 ; scarlet  fever  2.  The  only  insti- 
tutions in  which  more  than  one  case  occurred  were  Woodilee 
Mental  Hospital  with  3 cases  of  dysentery  and  Blairvaddick 
Children’s  Home  with  5 cases  of  diphtheria  and  3 cases  of 
dysentery.  The  following  were  also  dealt  with  : — 1 case  of 
diphtheria,  1 case  of  erysipelas  and  one  case  of  pneumonia 
from  a hostel,  1 case  of  pneumonia  from  an  hotel,  1 case  of 
measles  from  a hut;  military  encampments  or  barracks  had 
18  cases  removed  to  hospital. 

Closure  of  Schools. — It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close 
any  of  the  schools  for  infectious  disease  during  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  SCHEME. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  was  continued  in  the 
County  during  1946. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  session  (August,  1946),  a 
slight  change  in  the  administration  of  the  Scheme  was  made. 
The  Department  of  Health  recommended  that  children,  who 
had  received  a complete  course  of  injections  in  pre-school 
life,  should  be  given  a boosting  dose  on  entering  school,  and 
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that  a boosting  dose  should  again  be  given  at  the  age  of  9 
years.  (A  boosting  dose=.5cc.)  This  instruction  has  been 
put  into  operation. 

The  following  table  shows,  in  cumulative  form,  the  number 
of  children  immunised  during  the  year  (exclusive  of  the 
pre-school  children  treated  in  the  Burghs  of  Clydebank  and 
Dumbarton)  : —

For  some  time,  dissatisfaction  has  been  felt  at  the  low 
percentage  of  pre-school  children  who  are  being  immunised, 
and  an  agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  the  British 
Medical  Association  whereby  our  Health  Visitors  are  allowed, 
after  all  other  efforts  have  failed,  to  offer  immunisation  in 
the  homes  in  the  course  of  their  normal  routine  visits.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  introduction  of  this  scheme  will  lead  to  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  pre-school  children 
being  immunised. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Repoiit  ox  County  Cases  and  Treatment. 

At  31st  December,  1946,  the  number  of  cases  on  the  roll 
was  814.  These  cases  were  distributed  as  follows: — 

463  Pulmonary  cases. 

351  Non-Pulmonary  cases. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — 117  cases  (71  males  and  46 
females)  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  during 
1946.  Of  the  71  male  cases,  42  were  notified  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  26  were  transferred  into  this  area  and  3 were 
found  in  the  death  returns.  As  regards  the  46  female  cases, 
31  were  notified  for  the  first  time  this  year,  14  were  trans-

ferred  into  this  area  and  1 was  found  in  the  death  returns. 

Of  these  117  cases,  15  had  no  sputum.  In  3 cases  the 
patients  left  the  district  a short  time  after  notification,  before 
sputum  examination  could  be  carried  out.  In  an  additional 
7 cases  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  information  regarding 
sputum  as  one  of  the  cases  was  notified  after  death,  2 were 
notified  a short  time  before  death  (one  being  an  inmate  of 
Woodilee  Mental  Hospital  and  sputum  was  unobtainable)  and 
the  remaining  4 cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
through  the  Death  Returns.  Of  the  92  patients  from  whom 
sputum  could  be  obtained,  55  or  47  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
coming  to  notice  had  a positive  sputum.  The  age  distribu- 
tion of  the  cases  was  as  follows  : —

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  which  came  to 
the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  this  year,  there 
being  117  cases  as  compared  with  111  in  1945. 

The  above  total  of  117  cases  included  3 patients  from  the 
Sanatorium  of  Woodilee  Mental  Hospital,  all  of  whom  died 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  For  statistical  purposes,  2 of 
these  deaths  were  transferred  to  other  Local  Authorities  and 
are  not  included  in  the  undernoted  table  which  shows  the 
period  of  survival  after  notification.  The  remaining  death. 
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that  of  a man  of  ,54  years,  has  been  accepted,  as  the  patient 
was  for  over  ten  years  an  inmate  of  that  institution. 

Another  case  which  is  not  included  in  this  table  is  that 
of  a female  adult  whose  usual  residence  was  Portree,  Isle  of 
Skye,  but  who  was  temporarily  resident  here.  This  case  was 
transferred  in  from  Inverness  but  died  within  a month  of 
residence  in  this  area.  Cause  of  death  was  certified  as 
phthisis  pulmonalis  and  the  duration  of  the  disease  given 
as  8 months.  This  death  was  transferred  to  the  County  of 
Inverness. 

Of  those  who  died  within  the  year,  the  average  period  of 
survival  after  coming  to  the  notice  of  this  Department  was 
6.56  weeks,  and  the  duration  of  life  after  coming  to'  notice 
is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

Of  the  3 cases  found  in  the  Death  Returns,  2 were  inmates 
of  Larbert  Asylum.  The  illness  in  the  case  of  one  of  these 
Larbert  cases  was  certified  as  of  several  years  duration.  No 
duration  of  illness  was  stated  in  the  other  Larbert  case. 
The  remaining  case  died  in  Lift*  and  the  primary  cause  of 
death  was  certified  as  bilateral  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (4 
months’  duration),  with  secondary  cause  as  myocardial  fail- 
ure (3  days).  This  death  was  accepted  by  us  as  the  usual 
residence  of  the  patient  was  in  this  area. 

Two  of  the  6 cases  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  less  than 
a month  before  death  suffered  from  tuberculosis  of  a miliary 
character.  The  Registrar-General  has  classified  one  of  these 
deaths  as  being  due  to  a non-pulmonary  condition,  and 
although  it  is  included  in  the  above  table,  in  recording  the 
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total  non-pulmonary  deaths  for  the  year  it  has  been  included 
in  that  table. 

In  other  2 cases  the  tuberculosis  was  of  an  advanced  type. 

Institutional  treatment  was  given  in  all  4 of  the  above 
cases,  but  again,  from  the  outset,  the  prognosis  in  each  case 
was  bad. 

The  fifth  case,  which  has  already  been  referred  to  in  this 
Report,  was  that  of  a patient  who  had  been  an 
inmate  of  Woodilee  Mental  Hospital  for  over  10  years 
and  who  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  final  case,  notified  less  than  a month  before  death, 
was  that  of  a woman  who  was  removed  to  hospital  eight 
days  after  the  birth  of  her  child  and  who  died  in  hospital 
15  days  after  admission  from  tuberculous  broncho  pneumonia. 

The  2 cases  which  came  to  notice  less  than  three  months 
before  death  died  in  institution,  but  again  the  tuberculosis 
was  of  such  a severe  type  that  institutional  treatment  could 
only  afford  a measure  of  comfort,  but  could  do  little  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  patients. 

Of  the  remaining  4 patients  referred  to  in  the  above  table, 
2 were  cases  of  old-standing  tuberculosis  who  had  received 
treatment  before  coming  into  this  area,  while  the  others  died 
within  six  months  of  being  first  notified  as  suffering  from 
tubeiculosis. 

The  total  pulmonary  deaths  for  the  year  show  an  increase 
of  16  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  being  35 
pulmonary  deaths  in  1945  as  against  51  deaths  this  year. 

N on-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  under 
review,  32  cases  (15  males  and  17  females)  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Medical  Officer.  Of  the  15  male  cases,  11  were  notified 
for  the  first  time  this  year,  2 were  cases  which  were  trans- 
ferred into  this  area,  while  the  remaining  2 cases  were  found 
in  the  Death  Returns.  With  regard  to  the  17  female  cases, 
13  were  notified  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  2 cases 
were  transferred  into  our  area,  and  2 were  found  in  the  Death

During  1915  the  number  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis which  came  to  our  notice  was  32,  and,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  given  above,  a similar  number  of  cases  has 
been  recorded  this  year. 

The  above  total  of  32  cases  includes  1 patient  from  the 
sanatorium  of  Woodilee  Mental  Hospital,  who  died  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  primary  cause  of  death  was  stated 
as  cardio  vascular  degeneration  with  secondary  cause,  tubei- 
culosis  of  right  hip  joint.  This  death  has  been  transferred 
to  another  Local  Authority.  A further  case,  also  transferred 
to  another  Local  Authority,  was  that  of  a female  adult  who 
took  up  employment  in  the  County  and  who  was  admitted 
to  hospital  as  an  observation  case.  This  patient  died  within 
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a week  of  admission  to  hospital  from  tuberculous  meningitis. 
Neither  of  these  cases  are  included  in  the  following  table : —

In  all  the  cases  found  in  the  Death  Returns,  death  was 
due  to  tuberculous  meningitis.  2 of  the  cases  died  in  the 
Western  Infirmary,  Glasgow,  one  a boy  of  12  years  who  had 
been  admitted  because  of  persistent  vomiting.  The  diagnosis 
was  confirmed  bacteriologically.  In  the  other  case,  a female 
of  22  years,  a post-mortem  examination  was  carried  out  and 
tuberculosis  of  a miliary  type  was  found.  The  third  case 
was  that  of  a baby  of  11  months  who  died  in  the  Royal  Hos- 
pital for  Sick  Children,  Glasgow.  Tubercle  bacilli  were 
found  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid. 

Tuberculous  meningitis  was  again  the  cause  of  death  in 
the  two  remaining  cases  included  in  the  above  table.  One  of 
the  cases,  a female  of  41  years,  died  shortly  after  admission 
to  hospital,  while  notification  was  received  at  death  of  a 
6-year-old  boy  who  died  in  East  Park  Home,  Glasgow. 

There  is  a favourable  decrease  over  the  total  non-pulmon- 
ary  deaths  for  the  year,  there  being  7 non-pulmonary  deaths 
returned  by  the  Registrar-General  during  1946  as  against 
15  non-pulmonary  deaths  recorded  in  1945. 

Sanatorium  Treatment. — During  the  year  175  patients 
were  treated  in  sanatoria,  14  of  whom  had  treatment  in  two 
institutions  within  the  course  of  the  year,  while  2 cases 
received  treatment  on  two  occasions  in  the  same  institution. 
Yet  another  patient  had  treatment  in  three  institutions  dur- 
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ing  the  year.  The  following  table  gives  the  names  of  the 
sanatoria  and  the  number  of  admissions  to  each  :

On  7th  December,  1945,  the  Emergency  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Camis  Eskan  was  changed  over  from  the  treat- 
ment of  infectious  diseases  to  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
A portable  X-ray  apparatus  was  installed  and  a dark  room 
equipped.  Artificial  pneumothorax  has  been  given  and  the 
undernoted  cases  have  received  such  treatment  : —

This  is  the  first  institution  under  the  control  of  the  County 
in  which  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  has  been  insti- 
tuted.

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Drugs.  The  prescribing  of  necessary  drugs  and  dressings 
for  home  cases  is  mainly  done  by  the  family  doctor.  The 
yearly  cost  has  been  £80  10s.  2d. 

Dispensary  Treatment. — There  has  been  no  change  to 
record  in  the  working  of  the  clinics. 

Pneumothorax  Treatment. — As  in  previous  years,  out- 
patient treatment  for  artificial  pneumothorax  has  been  car- 
ried on  at  the  clinic  of  Glasgow  Corporation  at  35  Baird 
Street,  Glasgow. 

X-Ray  Examination. — During  1946,  838  X-ray  examina- 
tions were  carried  out,  803  for  pulmonary  and  35  for  non- 
pulmonary  conditions.  (513  of  these  examinations  were 
carried  out  by  means  of  the  portable  X-ray  unit.)  Of  the 
803  pulmonary  conditions,  217  gave  positive,  and  586  nega- 
tive results.  Of  the  35  non-pulmonary  conditions,  16  gave 
positive,  and  19  negative  results.  The  following  table  gives

Tuberculin  tests  and  clinical  examinations  were  also  car- 
ried out  as  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Health. 

It  has  been  our  experience  that  many  candidates  for  tuber- 
culosis nursing  have  been  lost  through  this  elaborate  proce- 
dure of  examination  before  being  allowed  to  take  up  duty. 
Several  applicants  were  unduly  alarmed  and  formed  an 

exaggerated  estimate  of  the  risks  involved  in  the  nursing  of 
tuberculous  patients,  and,  as  a result  of  this,  gave  up  the 
idea  of  a nursing  career  and  entered  some  other  employment. 

It  is  considered  more  advisable  that  only  an  ordinary 

medical  examination  be  given  before  a student-nurse  or 

domestic  takes  up  duty,  and,  at  a later  date,  after  some 

intelligent  instruction  has  been  given,  full  examination  could 
be  carried  out.

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Rehabilitation. — The  necessary  contact  with  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  Employment  Exchanges  in  the  area  is  maintained 
to  assist  in  the  lehabilitation  of  patients  and  in  registration 
under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act.  1944. 

General  Remarks. — In  the  Annual  Reports  of  1938,  1939, 
and  1940  the  need  was  stressed  for  an  institution  in  the 
County  where  modern  methods  of  treatment  could  be  given. 
A start  to  remedy  this  defect  has  been  made  within  the  last 
year  by  the  use  of  Camis  Eskan  House  as  a sanatorium,  and 
by  the  installation  there  of  a portable  X-ray  unit  and  the 
commencement  of  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment. 

Unfortunately,  the  main  difficulty  as  regards  sanatoria  at 
present,  and,  in  fact,  throughout  the  war  years,  has  been 
the  shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  This  is  a nation- 
wide problem.  Accommodation  is  available  throughout  the 
country  for  the  majority,  if  not  all  patients,  requiring 
sanatorium  treatment,  but  the  lack  of  nursing  and  domestic 
staff  renders  it  impossible  to  make  use  of  the  accommodation, 
with  the  result  that  each  Local  Authority  has  long  waiting- 
lists  of  patients,  and  although  this  Authority  has  increased 
the  accommodation  within  the  County  from  20  beds  in  1939 
to  70  beds  in  1946,  only  53  beds  are  in  use — one  cannot  say 
staffed  for  use.  Coupled  with  the  shortage  of  housing  and 
the  monotony  of  diet,  these  factors  must  be  overcome  before 
a hopeful  outlook  can  be  taken  of  the  tuberculosis  problem.

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  during  1946 

continued  to  be  carried  out  under  the  arrangements  existing 

with  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow.  General  practitioners 

within  the  County  sent  57  specimens  to  the  Emergency 

Laboratory  for  examination.  51  of  these  were  bloods  to  be 
%/ 

tested  for  the  Wassermann  reaction;  46  gave  negative  results 
and  five  were  positive.  The  remaining  6 specimens  were 
exudates,  all  of  which  were  negative. 

Two  patients  availed  themselves  of  travelling  facilities  at 
a cost  of  £6  17s.  6d. 

Under  regulations  33B,  4 notices  of  suspected  sources  of 
infection  were  received  during  the  year,  and  where  neces- 
sary the  required  action  was  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer.

It  is  still  obvious  that  the  whole  question  of  accommodation 
in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  is  related  to  the  ever- 
growing problem  of  procuring  an  adequate  staff.  During  the 
year,  owing  to  the  difficulties  of  shortage  of  staff,  both  nurs- 
ing and  domestic,  several  wards  remained  closed  ip  Lennox, 
Duntocher,  and  Helensburgh  Hospitals.  Fortunately,  how- 
ever, the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  remarkably  low, 
which  enabled  all  cases  to  be  admitted  to  hospital.

In  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report 
for  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  the  following  samples  of  water  which  were 
considered  susceptible  to  pollution  were  taken  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis  : — 

1.  From  scullery  tap  at  Station  House,  Glen  Douglas. 

2.  From  kitchen  tap  at  Milnholm,  Cardross. 

3.  From  burn  south  of  Ardlui  Station. 

4.  From  burn  supplying  Dumbain  Farm,  Balloch. 

5.  From  scullery  tap  at  Roadman’s  Cottage,  Inveruglas. 

One  of  the  samples  had  a poor  bacteriological  result  and 
the  question  of  providing  an  alternative  supply  has  been  the 
subject  of  discussion  with  the  factor  to  the  owner.  Extensions 
to  main  were  made  to  supply  the  new  housing  schemes  at 
Tullichewan  and  Dalmonach  housing  sites.  Fortunately  the 
Western  District  is  provided  with  a good  and  plentiful  sup- 
ply in  all  gravitation  areas  and  on  no  occasion  has  it  been 
found  necessary  to  fear  a shortage. 
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DRAINAGE  SYSTEM. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  extension  to  main  sewers  was  in 
progress  at  Tullichewan  and  Dalmonach  housing  schemes. 
Additional  sanitary  conveniences  are  in  process  of  being 
provided  in  one  picture  house  following  representation  to  the 
owner,  while  extension  to  drain  outfalls  in  areas  in  which 
there  is  no  main  sewerage  has  been  made  where  such  was 
found  to  be  the  cause  of  nuisance.  The  Gartocharn  and 
Garelochhead  schemes  are  not  yet  completed. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

No  case  of  serious  pollution  in  rivers  or  streams  was  noted 
•or  reported  during  the  year  and  only  in  one  instance  was 
slight  oil  pollution  observed  in  a stream,  the  source  of  which 
could  not  be  finally  determined.  The  Gareloch  continues, 
however,  to  cause  concern  owing  to  the  amount  of  oil  and 
other  material  which  is  suspected  of  having  been  deposited 
from  ships.  This  matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the 
appropriate  Committee.  Dalmoak  Pumping  Station  dis- 
charges continue  to  be  sampled  for  analysis  at  points  above 
and  below  the  point  of  discharge.  These  all  show  very  favour- 
able results. 

SCAVENGING— VALE  OF  LEVEN  AND  RENTON 
DISTRICTS. 

The  following  table  shows  a record  of  the  work  under- 
taken by  the  Department.  Alexandria  and  Renton  Districts 
are  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  in  the  execution  of  which 
6 scavenging  wagons  are  employed  (5  in  Alexandria  and  1 
in  Renton).  During  the  year  one  2-ton  Ford  lorry  was 
acquired  to  replace  a 2-ton  Albion  which  is  being  disposed 
•of,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  authority  had  been  received 
to  order  a new  Dennis  wagon  to  deal  with  the  areas  in  the 
new  housing  developments  at  Tullichewan  and  Dalmonach. 
The  other  wagons  in  use  are  showing  considerable  wear,  and 
the  difficulty  in  maintaining  a service  is  added  to  by  the 
waiting  period  before  the  necessary  repair  parts  can  be 
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obtained.  The  area  for  tipping  at  Auchencarroch  is  being 
gradually  reclaimed  to  agricultural  use,  while  the  proposed 
new  trunk  road  follows  a line  out  through  Pillanflats  Coup 
at  Renton  and  will  reduce  to  a great  extent  the  area  avail- 
able for  tipping.  This  matter  is  being  considered  by  the 
Committee.  The  Vale  of  Leven  District  has  been  extended 
to  include  Gartocharn  and  this  service  will  commence  on 
16th  May,  1947.  The  clearing  of  streets  after  a snow  fall 
was  dealt  with  by  the  Department  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  : — 

Vale  of  Ltven. — 3587  loads  were  removed  to  Auchencarroch 
Coup. 

Renton. — 889  loads  were  removed  to  Pillanflats  Coup. 

CARDROSS,  CRAIGENDORAN,  RHU,  GARELOCHHEAD, 
ROSNEATH  AND  CLYNDER,  AND  ARROCHAR  AND 
TARBET  SPECIAL  SCAVENGING  DISTRICTS. 

In  previous  Reports  I have  made  reference  to  the  exclusion 
of  Shandon  in  the  Gareloch  Scavenging  Districts.  This 
matter  I am  happy  to  say  has  been  again  the  subject  of  con- 
sideration by  the  appropriate  Committee.  Reports  were  sub- 
mitted showing  estimated  rate  per  £ by  : — 

1.  Extending  Garelochhead  to  include  the  remaining  part. 

2.  Extending  Rhu  District  to  include  part  of  Shandon. 

3.  Dealing  with  Shandon  as  a separate  district. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  matter  was  still  being  con- 
sidered. The  present  area  for  tipping  at  Cardross  and  Rhu 
is  almost  exhausted,  and  while  I have  been  able  to  procure 
an  alternative  site  at  Rhu,  the  Cardross  area  is  proving  more 
difficult.  A suitable  site  oSered  here  was  at  a later  date  with- 
drawn, but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  another  coup  has 
been  secured.  All  above  areas  are  scavenged  by  private  con- 
tractors on  a fixed  contract  price  per  year  and  are  generally 
carried  out  very  satisfactorily. 
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SALVAGE. 

The  following  table  shows  the  salvage  return  for  the  year. 
The  reduced  value  is  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  closure  of 
war-time  sources  from  which  these  were  received.  As  the 
national  demand  is,  however,  as  urgent  as  ever,  I feel  that 
if  householders  were  more  salvage-minded  and  there  was  a 
greater  degree  of  co-operation  by  all  concerned,  much  more 
could  be  made  from  this  service  and  in  this  connection  a 
further  attempt  is  being  made  to  stimulate  public  interest 
in  the  matter.

LIGHTING. 

The  total  number  of  street  lighting  standards  in  Vale  of 
Leven  and  Renton  Lighting  District  is  854.  All 
are,  with  the  exception  of  7,  lit  by  gas.  Normally  the  light- 
ing season  extends  from  August  to  the  end  of  May  with  a 
curtailment  of  the  lighting  points  for  the  first  seven  and 
last  eight  weeks  of  the  season.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
mantles  and  glass  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
maintaining  this  service,  which  was  not  in  any  way  assisted 
by  wilful  destruction  of  glass  by  irresponsible  youth.  Damage 
done  to  lamp  standards  and  lanterns  was  chiefly  by  motor 
vehicles  and  claims  made  in  respect  thereof  amounted  to 
£58  18s.  for  Vale  of  Leven  District  and  £17  17s.  4d.  for 
Renton  District. 

Cardross  and  Craigendoran. — 

All  lamps  in  above  district  are  lit  by  electricity  from  the 
Clyde  Valley  Supply.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a proposal  was 
afoot  to  form  the  village  of  Rhu  into  a special  Lighting  Dis- 
trict. Estimates,  siting  of  proposed  lighting  points,  and 
plan  of  proposed  district  have  been  submitted  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Transport  for  approval  and  a reply  is  awaited. 
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NUISANCES. 

During  the  year  nuisance  was  caused  at  Shandon  Sub- 
marine Cable  Depot  by  vegetation  being  washed  to  the  rear 
of  the  tanks  by  the  incoming  tides  and  left  by  the  receding 
tide,  thus  causing  obnoxious  odours.  Representation  was 
made  to  the  G.P.O.  with  suggestions  as  to  how  this  could 
be  remedied,  and  verbal  approval  has  been  given  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  (Cable  Department)  to  the  suggestions  made. 
Authority,  I understand,  has  been  given  to  take  such  steps 
as  will  remedy  the  nuisance  complained  of,  but  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  no  action  had  been  taken.  Statutory  Notices 
for  the  removal  of  ashpits  and  substitution  of  ashbins  on 
three  properties;  for  the  repair  of  waste  pipes  and  eaves 
rhones  on  one  property;  and  for  the  provision  of  water 
closet  accommodation  on  another  were  issued  during  the 
year.  The  latter  has  not  yet  been  complied  with.  James- 
town Dam  has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  on  various  occasions  and  the  question  is 
likely  to  be  successfully  dealt  with  in  the  near  future.  The 
drain  from  one  piggery  which  was  damaged  by  the  military 
has  been  relaid,  while  extensions  were  made  to  outfall  drains 
in  the  Gareloch.  A summary  of  nuisances  dealt  with  is  shown 
on  Table  XIX. 

SCHOOLS. 

All  schools  within  the  area  are  so  far  as  possible  main- 
tained in  a satisfactory  condition. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

Burial  grounds  within  the  area  are  maintained  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  The  agreement  with  the  Deacons’  Court 
of  Millburn  Church,  Renton,  permits  only  of  interments  in 
certain  specified  lairs,  and  then  only  after  an  inspection  by 
an  assistant  from  this  Department. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  within  the  area.

Control  of  Civil  Building — Defence  Regulations  56A. 

Table  No.  XVI  shows  the  number  of  plans  and  types  of 
building  submitted  for  approval.  The  continued  labour  and 
mateiial  shortage  restricts  a much  wanted  activity.  The 
inspection  of  proposed  work  for  which  Control  of  Civil 
Building  Licence  is  asked  on  an  expenditure  up  to  £100  is 
still  conducted  from  this  Department,  along  with  recom- 
mendations to  the  Council  on  work  in  excess  of  this  sum. 
The  numbers  of  inspections  made  under  the  latter  amounted 
to  614.  The  estimated  cost  of  work  involved  was  approxi- 
mately £56,000. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  siting  of  additional  conveniences  was  at  the  end  of 
the  year  being  considered  for  Cardross,  Alexandria,  Balloch 
and  Jamestown.  Money  collected  during:  the  year  was 
£262  17s. 

BURIALS. 

During  the  year  3 burials  were  undertaken  in  terms  of 
Section  69  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1897. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Only  one  such  trade  listed  under  Section  32  of  the  Public 
Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  is  operated  within  the  area. 
No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  nuisance. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

Under  the  above,  attention  of  the  occupier  had  to  be 
directed  to  a defective  roof,  lime-washing  of  walls,  and  a 
defective  w.c.  at  a bakery.  Additional  w.c.  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities  were  provided  in  a non-mechanical 
factory,  and  a proposal  is  contemplated  to  alter  an  air-raid 
shelter  so  as  to  provide  additional  w.c.  accommodation  in 
a mechanical  factory.  Inspections  have  not  revealed  any 
further  action  necessary  under  the  Acts.

THE  RATS  (SCOTLAND)  ORDER,  1944. 

During  the  year  an  intensive  campaign  was  made  to  reduce 
the  rodent  population  within  the  Burgh  of  Helensburgh. 
With  this  end  in  view,  circular  letters  were  sent  out  to 
owners  and  occupiers  of  land  and  premises  to  combat  the 
grave  menace  to  our  already  depleted  food  stocks.  Occupiers 
of  agricultural  land  were  especially  urged  to  respect  fully 
their  obligations  under  the  Order  of  1944,  which  provides  for 
stacks  of  grain,  &c.,  to  be  surrounded  with  a fence  or  wire 
netting  at  least  30  inches  in  height  prior  to  threshing.  Out- 
with  the  Burgh  refuse  tips,  military  camps,  naval  camps, 
workmen’s  camp,  hotel,  piggery,  hospital,  shops,  farms, 
dwelling  houses,  Ac.,  were  all  dealt  with  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  (Pests  Destruction  Branch)  rat  catchers  who 
accounted  for  4554  rats,  while  in  minor  infestations  dealt 
with  by  my  staff,  376  rats  were  accounted  for. 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  AND  HOUSEBOATS. 

Millburn  Park,  Alexandria. — This  site,  which  for  a num- 
ber of  years  has  been  the  subject  of  comment,  has,  I am 
happy  to  say,  been  cleared  of  all  erections,  the  occupants 
having  been  transferred  to  the  vacant  military  camp  at  Bon- 
hill.  At  another  camping  ground  on  which  I have  previously 
•commented,  the  sanitary  conditions  were  far  from  what  is 
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desired,  partly  due  to  carelessness  and  the  wilful  misuse  by 
the  campers  of  the  facilities  provided,  and  partly  to  a defect 
in  the  water  supply.  The  latter  has  been  the  subject  of  inter- 
view with  the  factor  and  the  ground  superior  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  cause  will  be  removed.  Many  campers  do  not 
appear  to  realise  their  obligations  under  the  bye-laws,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  careless  deposits  of  refuse  around  the  camps, 
and  to  the  necessity  of  giving  notice  of  intention  to  camp 
for  a longer  period  than  three  days.  The  total  number  of 
erections  inspected  was  approximately  535,  occupied  by  1872 
persons. 

Military  Camps. — During  the  year  four  military  camps 
which  had  been  vacated  by  the  military  personnel  were 
handed  over  to  the  Local  Authority.  These  are  now  occupied 
by  families  who  were  unfortunate  enough  not  to  have  a home 
of  their  own.  The  total  number  of  Nissen  huts  in  occupa- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  year  was  154  : meantime  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Local  Authority  to  so  sub-divide  the  huts  as  to 
make  them  more  habitable  for  occupation. 

HOUSING  OF  SEASONAL  WORKERS. 

During  the  year  seasonal  workers  were  accommodated  on 
22  farms  within  the  area,  with  an  average  stay  of  15  days. 
The  total  number  of  persons  thus  housed  was  268,  comprising 
182  males  and  86  females.  Timely  warning  to  my  Depart- 
ment is  still  not  always  given  of  the  intention  to  accommo- ' 
date  workers,  with  the  result  that  permission  to  occupy  the 
premises  has  at  times  to  be  refused  until  such  time  as  the 
requirements  of  the  bye-laws  have  been  established. 

PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

Under  the  above,  service  roads  at  Milton  Terrace  and 
Milton  Loan,  Jamestown,  were  repaired,  and  footways  at 
Dalmonach  Road  and  Union  Street,  Bonhill,  were  made  up 
to  Highway  Standard.  Notices  were  served  in  terms  of  Sec- 
tion 39  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  in  respect 
of  the  footway  at  Hall  Street,  Renton,  and  Gilmour  Street,

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914. 

4 applications  under  the  above  were  received  and  granted 
during  the  year,  3 being  in  respect  of  new  tenants  and  one 
on  a new  application.  3 registrations  were  granted  in  respect 
of  vans  operating  within  the  County.  Many  complaints 
have  been  given  me  relative  to  the  condition  of  milk  cans 
when  returned  to  the  producers.  The  question  of  amending 
the  Dairy  Bye-laws  to  deal  with  this  matter  is  at  present 
being  dealt  with. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  registered 
dairies,  milk  shops,  and  vans  within  the  area. 
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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936-38. 

During  the  year  1 new  licence  to  use  the  special  designation 
“ Certified  ” in  respect  of  milk  produced,  7 licences  to  use 
the  special  designation  “ Tuberculin  Tested,”  and  1 licence 
to  use  the  special  designation  “ Standard,”  were  granted. 
2 licences  to  use  the  special  designation  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
were  surrendered.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  64 
designated  producers  within  the  area  made  up  as  follows  : — 
4 “ Certified,”  43  “ Tuberculin  Tested,”  and  17  “ Stan- 
dard ” ; while  7 licences  were  issued  for  the  retail  of 
“ Certified  Milk,”  10  for  the  retail  of  “ Tuberculin  Tested,” 
and  1 for  the  retail  of  “ Standard.” 

An  analysis  of  samples  taken  is  shown  on  the  table 
appended,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  376  Eamples 
taken  30  were  unsatisfactory  because  of  high  bacterial  count. 

ANALYSIS  OF  SAMPLES  OF  DESIGNATED  MILKS. 
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representing  7.9  per  cent,  of  the  samples  taken,  and  10  were 
deficient  in  milk  fat.  These  high  counts  are  for  the  most  part 
accounted  for  by  improper  cleansing  and  inadequate  sterili- 
sation of  dairy  utensils,  and  I feel  that  if  a complete 
observance  of  the  instructions  issued  and  displayed  in  the 
producers’  premises  were  closely  observed  a marked  diminu- 
tion of  the  bacterial  counts  could  still  be  had.  The  number 
of  designated  farms  within  the  area  represents  only  55.6  of 
the  total  number  of  dairy  farms  registered,  but  I am  hopeful 
that  this  will  be  increased  in  view  of  the  inducement  of  the 
bonus  on  a designated  supply.  41  samples  of  school  milk 
were  taken,  34  were  satisfactory,  5 had  an  unsatisfactory 
bacterial  count  and  2 had  B.  Coli.  4 of  above  school  samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  phosphatase 
and  methylene  blue  test  and  were  satisfactory.  2 were  taken 
for  biological  examination  for  tuberculosis  and  were  satis- 
factory. 3 further  milk  samples  were  taken  which  also  proved 
negative  to  the  test  for  tuberculosis.

I submit  to  you  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1946,  in  accordance  with  D.H.S.  Circular  No. 
31/1947. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Throughout  the  year,  eleven  samples  of  water  were  drawn 
from  water  supplies,  distributed  from  Lanarkshire,  Kirkin- 
tilloch, Clydebank,  Old  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  all  sources  of  supply  was 
satisfactory,  but  the  maintenance  of  the  supply  in  a portion 
of  Cumbernauld  Area  gave  cause  for  complaint.  This  was 
subsequently  remedied  by  the  renewal  and  repair  of  defective 
sections  of  water  supply  pipes.

DRAINAGE  SYSTEMS— EFFICIENCY. 

In  the  Special  Drainage  Districts  within  the  area,  drainage 
systems  are  being  extended  or  introduced,  to  cope  with 
proposed  housing  developments.

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In  an  endeavour  to  ensure  the  production  of  clean  milk 
supply,  inspections  were  made  at  various  periods  of  the  year 
to  ascertain  the  conditions  prevailing  at  dairy  premises.  The 
general  condition  of  buildings  gave  little  cause  for  complaint, 
but  the  milking  methods  as  practised  in  a few  instances  had  to 
be  remedied  and  improved.  This  deficiency  in  most  cases 
could  be  attributed  to  inexperience  and  where  farm  workers 
are  frequently  replaced,  time  and  practice  only  will  perfect 
the  milking  procedure  to  be  applied  by  the  new  employee. 

Fortunately,  the  general  standard  of  efficiency  is  gratifying 
as  will  be  observed  through  reference  to  Table  XX  which 
contains  the  result  of  analyses  of  milk  samples  taken  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders  (Scotland)  1936-38. 
The  results  show  that  the  purity  of  the  milk  supplies  has 
reached  a standard  of  quality  not  previously  attained  since 
the  Orders  were  introduced  in  the  year  1942. 

A total  of  397  samples  was  drawn  from  the  64  farms  in  the 
area  where  the  farmer  is  licensed  to  produce  or  deal  in  the 
sale  of  Designated  Milk. 

In  addition  14  samples  were  handed  in  to  the  laboratory 
for  T.B.  examination. 


MEAT. 

Licences  held  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Scotland) 
Act,  1928,  and  the  Bye-laws  relating  to  the  Slaughter  of  Swine 
have  again  been  granted  for  the  year  1946  to  James  Paul, 
Main  Street,  Cumbernauld,  James  M'Laren,  Main  Street, 
Cumbernauld,  and  William  B.  M'Laren,  Main  Street,  Cumber- 
nauld. Licences  in  respect  of  Private  Slaughterhouses  were 
granted  to  James  M'Laren,  Main  Street,  Cumbernauld,  James 
Paul,  Main  Sereet,  Cumbernauld  and  the  Corporation  of 
Glasgow,  Woodilee  Farm,  Lenzie. 

During  the  year,  21  Condemnation  Certificates  were  issued 
to  retailers  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Meat  and 
Livestock  Division)  in  respect  of  home-killed  and  imported 
and  canned  meats  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  shows 
a reduction  of  61  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Certificates 
issued,  compared  with  the  year  1945.  It  is  difficult  to  say

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whether  the  condition  of  meat  when  delivered  has  improved, 
or  the  lower  figure  is  due  to  less  meat  having  been  imported. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  Section  43, 
articles  of  food  voluntarily  surrendered  to  this  department 
and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  necessitated 
the  issue  of  38  Certificates  to  the  holders  of  the  goods— an 
increase  of  3 Certificates  issued  compared  with  1945. 


The  activity  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act, 
1928,  continues  to  be  mainly  confined  to  milk,  and  this  policy 
will  continue  while  food  rationing  remains,  and  the  con- 
sumers’ supplies  are  restricted. 

Should  complaints  reach  the  department,  or  Inspectors  have 
cause  for  doubt,  immediate  action  is  taken,  but  to-day  with 
the  quick  turnover  of  stocks  to  the  public,  the  possibility  of 
unsound  food  is  rare. 

A total  of  478  samples  was  collected  during  1946,  compared 
with— 1942  (340);  1943  (387);  1944  (429),  and  1945  (450). 

Inspections  were  also  made  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
servatives, <fec.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  and  the  Defence  (Sale 
of  Food)  Regulations,  1943,  applicable  to  the  labelling  and 
advertising  of  Foods. 

Thi  oughout  the  year  no  outstanding  feature  arose  in 
relation  to  sampling  or  inspections,  that  falls  to  be  recorded.

The  drainage  arrangements  and 
layer  depths  are  under  observation  at  each  visit  and  no 
particular  comment  regarding  these  conditions  falls  to  be 
recorded. 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  number  of  plans  passed  for  new  and  altered  buildings, 
together  with  the  number  of  buildings  and  houses  involved, 
is  shown  in  Table  XXII.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  building 
activity  so  far  as  conditions  will  permit,  has  advanced  in 
recent  years  although  the  figures  are  far  removed  from  the 
number  of  plans,  <fec.,  dealt  with  prior  to  1939. 

Under  the  Control  of  Civil  Building  Regulations,  much 
time  and  work  is  allotted  to  the  consideration  of  applications 
for  Licences  which,  with  the  examination  of  plans  and  inspec- 
tion of  sites  under  the  Building  Regulations  necessitates  the 
application  of  technical  consideration!  in  varied  directions 

The  refusal  of  certain  plans  of  proposed  buildings  arose, 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  construction,  or  the  site  not  being 
suitable.

Plana  of  176  proposed  housea  and  6 other  buildings  were  refused.  Plans  relating  to  24  proposed  houaea  were  withdrawn  by  applicant.

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In  Table  XXIII  is  shown  a complete  record  of  the  Licences 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  total  applications  considered  totalled  865  and  the  value 
of  the  work  involved  amounted  to  over  half  a million  pounds. 

HOUSING. 

A survey  has  been  made  of  all  local  authority  houses  and 
applications  received  for  housing  accommodation  recorded  in 
accordance  with  points  scheme  in  operation,  grading  the 
applicants  for  the  allocation  of  houses. 

As  non-traditional  ho.uses  become  available  for  occupancy, 
each  in  turn  are  visited  and  the  tenants  advised  regarding 
the  use  of  fittings  and  equipment  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
occupiers. 

The  applications  received  to  date  have  been  submitted  by 
883  residents,  193  on  military,  &c.,  service,  and  46  non- 
residents, making  a total  of  1122. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  in  the  area  were  inspected  at  intervals  during 
the  year  and  attention  principally  applied  to  drainage,  water 
supply  and  ventilation.  The  existing  conditions  gave  no  cause 
for  complaint. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  253  inspections  were  made  to  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  removed  to  hospital,  and  treated  at  home. 

Following  the  preparation  of  reports  on  each  case,  notifica- 
tions were  issued  to  parents,  school  masters  and  clerks  to 
School  Management  Committees,  with  regard  to  procedure 
applicable  to  each  case. 

STREET  LIGHTING. 

All  Special  Lighting  Districts  were  near  to  attaining  the 
operation  of  the  maximum  number  of  points  available  when, 
before  the  termination  of  the  year,  lighting  had  again  to  be

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restricted  to  meet  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power 
to  save  fuel.  To  assist  in  this  object  and  ensure  a sufficient 
degree  of  safety  and  convenience  to  the  public,  it  was  found 
to  foe  possible  in  one  district  to  reduce  the  lighting  points 
to  one  third  of  the  original  number.  In  other  districts  the 
saving  of  fuel  could  not  reach  the  same  extent  due  to  the 
layout  of  the  districts  in  relation  to  the  safety  of  the  pedes- 
trians and  transport. 

The  shortage  of  material  continues  to  be  a serious  factor 
in  the  maintenance  of  gas  supplies,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
before  another  winter  season  approaches,  coal  supplies,  gas, 
mantles  and  fittings  will  be  available  in  sufficient  quantities 
to  let  the  lighting  season  be  full  and  efficient. 

In  Bearsden,  Dirntocher  and  Old  Kilpatrick,  the  lighting 
season  is  from  24th  August  to  1st  May  and  in  all  other 
districts,  from  1st  September  to  30th  April. 

A circular,  No.  599,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport, 
authorising  grants  towards  expenditure  incurred  in 
accordance  with  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee 
on  Street  Lighting,  1937,  in  relation  to  improved  lighting, 
has  been  under  consideration  and  estimates  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry.

In  addition,  a total  of  99  electric  lamps  on  the  Maryhill 
and  Milngavie  Roads  in  Bearsden  are  serviced  by  the  Trans- 
port Department  of  the  Glasgow  Corporation.  The  electricity 
supply  and  maintenance  is  a charge  against  the  Bearsden 
Special  Lighting  District. 

NUISANCES. 

Inspections  under  this  heading  necessitated  the  issue  of 
82  written  intimations  to  owners  and  tenants  of  properties, 
in  addition  to  verbal  intimations. 

These  referred  to  the  conditions  of  property  roofs,  courts, 
improper  .use  of  drains,  condition  of  lanes  serving  properties, 
ashbins,  sinks,  w.c.’s,  <fec. 

In  every  case  the  nuisances  were  removed. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTION)  ACTS. 

During  the  year  3 applications  were  received ; 2 certificates 
were  granted  and  in  the  other  instance,  the  repairs  were 
carried  out  without  necessity  of  issuing  a certificate. 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  HOUSEBOATS. 

The  existence  of  hut  erections,  where  in  some  instances, 
people  are  living  under  conditions  far  removed  from  present 
day  public  health  standards,  continues  to  be  a blot  on  the 
landscape  and  the  life  of  the  community.  Where  no  drainage 
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facilities  are  available  and  water  is  drawn  from  questionable 
sources,  the  position  is  definitely  serious.  Power  to  remove 
people  who  have  acted  of  their  own  accord  without  authority, 
will  require  to  be  instituted,  both  for  their  own  sake  and  the 
community  at  large. 

At  the  military  camps  vacated  during  the  year,  homeless 
people  are  finding  this  temporary  atmosphere,  with  the  neces- 
sary services  available,  tolerable  in  the  present  period  of 
housing  shortage. 

The  camps  for  Girl  Guides  and  Boy  Scouts  held  within 
the  area  were  as  usual  extremely  well  arranged  and  conducted. 

In  this  area,  organised  camping  sites  do  not  exist,  but 
every  assistance  was  given  to  the  Scottish  Tourist  Board  with 
regard  to  possible  centres  for  such  an  enterprise. 

PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

Additions  to  the  List  of  Highways  under  Section  41  of  the 
Roads  and  Bridges  (Scotland)  Act,  1878,  are  as  follows  : —

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (SCOTLAND)  ORDER,  1943. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Scotland) 
Order,  1943,  and  the  establishment  of  a Pest  Destruction 
Branch  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  Scotland,  the 
work  of  rat  destruction  has  been  greatly  intensified. 

Through  the  medium  of  the  Press  and  the  displaying  of 
propaganda  posters,  coupled  with  the  importance  of  conserv- 
ing food  supplies,  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  the  general 
public  is  taking  a greater  interest  in  the  destruction  of  the 
vermin  than  hitherto,  and  shows  a promptitude,  which  i6 
very  gratifying,  for  reporting  any  infestation,  however  small. 
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At  the  latter  end  of  last  year  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture requested  six-monthly  reports  on  the  work  carried  out 
by  Local  Authorities  on  Rat  Destruction,  and  the  total  number 
of  rats  killed  quoted  in  these  reports  during  the  two  periods 
is  2553.  It  may  be  noted  that  this  figure  is  the  actual 
number  of  rats  trapped,  and  does  not  include  estimated 
kills  by  poisoning  and  gassing. 

During  the  year,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pest  Destruction 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  a survey  of  the 
Burgh  of  Kirkintilloch  was  carried  out  along  with  the  land- 
ward areas  of  Kirkintilloch  and  Cumbernauld. 

This  survey  involved  the  distribution  of  3000  circulars. 
Following  the  issue  of  these  circulars,  the  Department’s  rat- 
catchers surveyed  the  properties  and  reported  any  infestation 
to  this  Department.  In  agreement  with  the  proprietors,  any 
infestation  discovered  during  the  course  of  the  survey  was 
dealt  with  by  the  Department’s  ratcatchers.  The  inclusive 
charge  for  this  service  is  3s.  3d.  per  man  working  hour.  On 
the  whole,  this  arrangement  worked  very  satisfactorily  and 
the  results  achieved  justified  the  time  and  labour  spent. 

One  infestation  worthy  of  note  was  in  a tenemental  property 
in  Kirkintilloch  Burgh,  where  the  focal  point  was  a home 
bakery  shop.  In  order  to  ratproof,  it  was  necessary  to  lay 
a concrete  floor  over  the  whole  area  of  the  shop,  and  have  the 
walls  cement  rendered  to  a height  of  four  feet.  Since  the 
work  was  completed,  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

All  places  likely  to  harbour  and  feed  rats  are  continuously 
under  observation,  particularly  stackyards  and  piggeries  and 
refuse  dumps.

Before  approving  of  plans  submitted  for  the  opening  of  new 
shops,  decisions  were  arrived  at  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 

\\  ith  regard  to  facilities  to  meet  the  requirements  of  staffs, 
no  contravention  of  a serious  nature  was  found  to  exist. 

RIVERS’  POLLUTION. 

Following  a complaint  one  sample  was  taken,  and  the  source 
of  pollution  traced,  with  the  result  that  the  author  proposed 
to  apply  a remedy  to  eliminate  a recurrence  of  the  pollution. 

EMERGENCY  SERVICES. 

Evacuation — 

Although  relieved  of  other  war  activities,  this  subject  still 
remains  to  be  closed.  Of  the  houses  requisitioned  or  rented, 
three  have  been  returned  to  the  owners  this  year,  and  two 
remain  under  control.  In  addition,  evacuees  are  still  billeted 
with  occupiers  of  private  houses.  The  total  number  of 
evacuees  in  the  area  is  65  and  their  home  authorities  should 
now  give  consideration  to  the  re-housing  of  these  people  and 
relieve  the  war  service  still  being  borne  by  those  who  have 
willingly  come  to  the  aid  of  the  evacuees. 

The  last  return  to  the  Department  of  Health  in  this  year 
showed  65  evacuees  from  local  authorities  in  Scotland  and 
England  to  be  still  resident  in  the  County,  viz.  : — 

Mothers  or  other  adults  accompanying  children,  - - 11 

Accompanied  children  of  school  age  and  under,  - - 31 

Other  adults,  - --  --  --  -23

Salvage — 

This  is  a,  subject  that  is  likely  to  continue  to  be  active  so 
long  as  material  is  available  to  be  salvaged.  While  supplies 
are  short,  the  urge  to  save  is  greater  and  the  quantity  disposed 
of,  less.

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REPORT  BY  COUNTY  ENGINEER.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  was  the  first  year 
of  peace  and  began  with  high  hopes  of  much  work  to  be  done, 
resulting  in  great  strides  forward  in  the  well-being  of  the 
community.  It  was  thought  that  at  long  last  a start  could 
be  made  on  the  building  of  the  houses  so  long  delayed  and  so 
urgently  needed.  Local  authorities  were  in  one  mind  with 
the  people  in  this  matter  and  large  numbers  of  housing 
schemes  were  prepared,  and  contracts  fixed  for  these  to  be 
begun.  Unfortunately  the  high  hopes  were  not  accompanied 
by  the  necessary  materials,  and  the  year  has  been  one  of 
profound  disappointment  as  material  after  material  joined 
the  list  of  unprocurables.  Labour  also  was  a difficulty.  The 
year  ended  with  something  done,  but  only  a small  proportion 
of  that  attempted.  • 

This  Department  had  to  deal  with  a large  amount  of  pre- 
paration work  for  services  for  housing  schemes,  drainage 
and  water  schemes,  and  cemeteries  and  other  works,  and 
despite  the  return  of  those  members  who  had  been  serving 
in  the  Forces,  the  staff  was  fully  taxed  to  deal  with  it.  It 
became  necessary  to  increase  the  staff  and  the  Council  agreed 
to  advertise  for  Civil  Engineers.  The  acute  demand  for 
technical  assistants  and  the  salaries  offered  by  the  Council 
in  comparison  with  other  Local  Authorities  resulted  in  no 
replies  being  received  to  these  advertisements.  It  is  hoped, 
as  a result  of  the  adoption  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council 
Scales  by  the  Council,  that  salaries  now  offered  will  attract 
suitable  assistants  as  the  Department  is  at  present  under- 
staffed. 
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Water  Supply  General. 

A continuation  of  the  drought  of  the  previous  year  was 
experienced,  when  an  almost  dry  May  depleted  the  reservoirs 
throughout  the  country  to  a dangerous  level. 

This  gave  some  urgency  to  the  various  meetings  with  other 
County  Local  Authorities  on  the  proposed  Regional  Water 
Scheme  for  the  County  of  Dunbarton.  The  Department  of 
Health’s  scheme  based  on  a reservoir  in  Glen  Luss,  and  the 
Council’s  own  scheme  which  intends  to  use  the  water  of  Loch 
Sloy,  got  by  agreement  with  the  North  of  Scotland  Hydro- 
Electric  Board,  were  considered,  and  it  was  agreed  to  adopt 
the  Department’s  scheme  as  a basis  for  discussion  between 
the  interested  authorities. 

At  the  same  time  drawings  showing  details  of  the  proposed 
intake  chamber  at  Loch  Sloy,  from  which  could  be  drawn  the 
supply  of  water  to  be  made  available  for  the  Council  in  terms 
of  the  agreement  with  the  North  of  Scotland  Hydro-Electric 
Board,  were  submitted  by  the  Board’s  Engineers,  and  after 
certain  adjustments,  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

Talks  were  also  held  with  other  Water  Authorities  on  the 
Regional  Scheme  incorporating  the  detached  portion  of  the 
County.  Lanark  County  Council,  who  supply  the  greater 
part  of  the  detached  portion  with  water,  intimated  during 
the  year  that  they  intended  to  go  forward  with'  their  own 
county  regional  water  scheme.  This  scheme  did  not  provide 
for  a water  supply  to  the  proposed  new  town  at  Cumbernauld. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  the  discontinuation  of  the  chlorination  of  water 
throughout  the  County,  since  in  their  opinion  the  sources  of 
the  water  supplies  were  so  sufficiently  pure  as  to  obviate  the 
necessity  for  chlorination.  The  Department  of  Health  was 
agreeable  to  the  discontinuation  of  chlorination  in  all  sup- 
plies which  were  mechanically  filtered  and  chemically  treated, 
but  insisted  that  existing  chlorination  plants  must  be  kept  in 
good  order  and  ready  to  be  used  in  emergency.  Since  a 
number  of  the  existing  plants  had  exceeded  their  useful  life, 
the  Council  felt  that  they  could  not  be  retained,  but  that 
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proper  gas-type  chlorinators  should  be  installed.  An  estimate 
as  to  the  cost  of  these  is  to  be  taken  out.  The  Department  of 
Health  maintained  that  since  no  mechanical  or  chemical  filtra- 
tion plants  were  available  for  filtering  the  water  supplies  from 
Auchingaich  and  Old  Kilpatrick,  full-time  chlorination  must 
continue. 

On  the  16th  May  the  Water  (Scotland)  Act,  1946,  came  into 
force.  This  Act  repeals  all  previous  Acts  dealing  with  water 
supply,  and  brings  up-to-date  all  the  legislation  on  that  sub- 
ject. It  is  a far-reaching  Act,  placing  many  more  duties 
on  Local  Authorities  and  their  Water  Departments.  Among 
these  is  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  all  house  service  piping  in 
the  roadway  and  footpaths,  a burden  previously  carried  by 
the  owner  of  the  property.  This  has  involved  much  extra 
work  for  the  staffs  of  the  various  Water  Departments,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  these  staffs  if  the  routine  work 
is  not  to  be  neglected. 

With  the  repeal  of  all  previous  water  supply  legislation, 
the  various  notices  and  forms,  based  on  these  Acts,  are  now 
redundant,  and  new  forms  and  notices  in  conformity  with 
the  1946  Act  are  necessary.  The  Model  Bye-laws  are  now 
also  redundant,  but  the  Department  of  Health,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Institution  of  Water 
Engineers,,  is  at  present  preparing  new  Model  Bye-laws,  which 
they  hope  will  be  adopted  uniformly  throughout  Scotland. 

Arrochar  Special  Water  Supply  District. — No  anxiety  was 
experienced  in  the  water  supply  to  Arrochar,  an  adequate 
supply  being  stored  in  the  reservoir  and  the  water  mains 
maintaining  an  ample  supply  to  the  consumers.  The  naval 
establishment  and  shipping  in  the  Loch  were  supplied  by 
special  arrangements. 

A scheme  to  extend  the  district  to  take  in  Tarbet  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  a grant  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  but  the  Secretary 
of  State  intimated  that  he  was  unable  to  offer  a grant  towards 
the  cost  of  the  scheme. 
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Gareloch  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  Military 
strength  in  this  area  was  much  reduced  during  the  year  and 
ample  water  was  available  for  domestic  consumers.  The 
water  mains  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition, 
but  again  necessary  repairs  required  the  services  of  Council 
staff  from  adjacent  areas. 

Mr.  Baird  Maclaren,  Water  Superintendent,  died  in  Decem- 
ber. Temporary  arrangements  were  made  for  his  work  to  be 
carried  on  until  another  Superintendent  could  be  appointed. 

The  Army  Authorities  completed  the  reservoir  embankment 
at  Auchingaich  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  A slip  took 
place  on  the  embankment,  and  although  various  army  units 
have  been  working  on  its  repair,  it  was  still  in  a dangerous 
condition  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  unsatisfactory  progress 
was  due  largely  to  the  continual  changing  of  units  engaged 
on  the  work  and  to  their  general  lack  of  interest  in  it. 

The  6-in.  water  main  laid  by  the  Army  from  the  clear  water 
tank  at  Belmore  to  Rosneath  and  the  tank  itself  were  found 
to  be  leaking  badly,  and  the  Army  Authorities  were  urged  to 
have  them  repaired.  Very  little  was  done  to  the  pipe-line, 
but  the  clear  water  tank  was  grouted  with  cement  to  make  it 
watertight. 

Chlorination  of  the  water  supplies  from  Auchingaich,  Rhu 
and  Whistlefield  reservoir  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  naval  port  at  Faslane  was  given  up  by  the  War  Office 
and  taken  over  for  civil  purposes  by  Metal  Industries,  Ltd., 
shipbreakers.  Water  was  supplied  to  the  port  but  agreement 
has  still  to  be  reached  with  Metal  Industries,  Ltd.,  as  to 
payment. 

Cardross,  Renton  and  Vai,e  of  Leven  Special  Water 
Supply  District. 

Cardross  Area. — The  supply  to  Cardross  was  at  all  times 
satisfactory.  Chlorination  was  carried  out  to  both  sources  of 
supply  from  Asker  and  Carman  Reservoirs. 

Inquiries  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  Military 
Authorities,  which  seemed  to  indicate  the  possibility  of  the 
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scheme  to  construct  barracks  at  Colgrain,  mooted  before  the 
war,  being  resuscitated,  but  no  concrete  proposals  came  for- 
ward. 

A few  houses,  built  for  private  ownership,  were  completed 
during  the  year.  To  supply  one  of  these  it  was  necessary  to 
lay  some  200  yards  of  4-in.  diameter  w'ater  main. 

Benton  Area. — Owing  to  the  very  dry  spring,  the  Carman 
Reservoir  began  the  summer  months  with  a reduced  storage, 
and  the  high  consumpt  of  this  period  depleted  the  reservoir 
to  a dangerous  level.  It  wras  therefore  necessary  to  augment 
the  supply  to  the  area  from  the  Overtoun  Reservoir. 

The  water  was  chlorinated  all  the  year  round. 

A number  of  Council  houses  in  the  Cordale  district  was  com- 
pleted and  supplied  with  water  from  the  existing  mains. 

Vale  of  Leven  Area. — No  trouble  was  experienced  in  the 
supply  during  the  year,  the  water  in  store  at  Loch  Finlas 
being  adequate  to  meet  all  demands.  This  water  was  chlori- 
nated all  the  year  round.  Two  large  housing  schemes  at 
Dalmonach,  Bonhill,  and  Tullichewan,  Alexandria,  com- 
menced during  the  year,  and  it  was  necessary  to  lay  700  yards 
of  6 in.,  and  2000  yards  of  4-in.  diameter  water  mains  to 
supply  the  first  developments  of  these  housing  sites.  These 
were  completed  within  the  year,  and  a start  was  made  on  the 
laying  of  the  water  mains  to  supply  the  second  development  of 
houses  on  these  sites. 

With  the  large  housing  schemes  being  built  in  the  district, 
along  with  the  Industrial  Estate  at  Strathleven,  a start  on 
which  was  made  during  the  year,  and  the  consequent  increased 
demand  for  water,  it  became  necessary  to  consider  means  of 
ensuring  an  adequate  supply  to  meet  future  requirements. 
A scheme,  incorporating  the  laying  of  a 9-in.  diameter  water 
main  from  Balloch  to  Milton,  with  a clear  water  tank  of  1 
million  gallon  capacity  to  supply  the  Industrial  Estate,  the 
enlargement  of  the  filter  capacity  at.  Overtoun  Reservoir,  the 
scraping  of  the  14-in.  diameter  main  from  Finlas  Reservoir 
to  Overtoun,  and  the  raising  of  the  embankment  at  Finlas 
Reservoir  by  8 feet  to  increase  the  storage  capacity,  was  pre- 
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pared  and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland, 
for  a grant  under  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act,  1945. 

Bowling  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  water  supply 
to  consumers  in  the  district  was  maintained  with  difficulty, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  supplement  the  supply  from  Bowling 
Reservoir  with  a supply  from  Dumbarton  during  the  summer 
months. 

The  existing  source  of  supply  to  Bowling,  while  of  ample 
capacity  when  it  was  installed,  is  now,  with  the  increased 
demand  for  water  caused  by  the  installation  of  sanitary  fit- 
tings in  houses  and  the  modern  belief  in  the  virtues  of  clean- 
liness, totally  inadequate.  It  will  be  necessary  to  find  other 
sources  of  water  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  area.  The 
scheme  to  take  water  from  Loch  Finlas  by  a 9-in.  pipe  from 
Balloch  to  Milton,  referred  to  in  the  report  on  Cardross, 
Renton  and  Vale  of  Leven  Special  Water  Supply  District, 
will  also  supply  water  at  Bowling. 

The  water  supply  was  chlorinated  all  the  year  round. 

Plans  were  prepared  and  a contract  placed  for  the  laying 
of  water  mains  to  supply  a proposed  housing  scheme  at  Milton, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  a start  had  not  yet  been  made  on 
this  work. 

Old  Kilpatrick  Water. — A satisfactory  supply  to  consumers 
was  maintained  during  the  year.  The  water  was  chlorinated 
throughout  the  year. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  is  owned  by  Lennoxlove 
Estates,  Ltd.,  and  they  were  asked  to  supply  water  to  the 
proposed  housing  site  at  Chapelhill,  Old  Kilpatrick.  They 
informed  the  Council  that  they  were  unable  to  undertake 
the  outlay  of  capital  expenditure  which  this  involved,  and 
asked  the  Council  if  they  were  prepared  to  buy  over  the 
wdiole  water  undertaking.  The  Council  felt  it  would  be 
premature  to  go  into  the  question  of  the  future  of  the  Old 
Kilpatrick  Supply  while  the  discussions  on  the  proposed 
County  Regional  Water  Scheme  were  being  carried  on. 
To  overcome  the  difficulty  of  supplying  the  housing  site  it  was 
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decided  to  extend  the  Bowling  Special  Water  Supply  District 
to  include  the  site,  and  the  Council  could  then  lay  the  water 
mains  themselves  as  an  extension  to  the  Bowling  mains.  A 
contract  to  lay  these  mains  was  placed  with  the  contractor, 
who  was  doing  the  site  preparation  work  for  the  housing 
scheme. 

Waterside  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  water 
supply  to  this  district  is  got  in  bulk  from  Kirkintilloch,  and 
an  adequate  supply  was  kept  up  during  the  year. 

A small  extension  to  the  mains  was  carried  out  to  supply 
water  to  a housing  scheme  commenced  during  the  war. 

Clydebank  and  District  Water  Trust. — Duntocher  and 
Hardgate  and  a small  portion  of  Bearsden  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Trust  and  an  adequate  supply  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

An  extension  to  the  mains  was  carried  out  in  the  Duntocher 
area  to  supply  water  to  a new  housing  scheme  at  Auchen- 
toshan. 

Bearsden  Area. — Glasgow  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the 
water  supply  within  the  greater  part  of  the  Bearsden  area, 
and  the  water  supply  was  maintained  satisfactorily. 

Drainage  General. 

The  Department  of  Health  intimated  during  the  year  that 
grant-aided  schemes,  uncompleted  and  stopped  at  the  out- 
break of  war,  could  now  be  restarted  with  a similar  grant 
under  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act,  1945.  These  schemes 
are  detailed  under  the  respective  Special  Districts. 

A scheme  to  form  Twechar  into  a Special  Drainage  District 
and  take  over  the  existing  drainage  system  and  modernise 
the  sewage  works  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health 
for  a grant  under  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act.  The 
Department  suggested  that  as  the  existing  works  were  too 
near  a proposed  housing  scheme  new  works  be  sited  in  a more 
suitable  place.  Plans  were  therefore  prepared  for  a complete 
new  sewage  works  on  the  other  side  of  the  Forth  and  Clyde 
Canal. 
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Of  the  large  number  of  schemes,  both  water  and  drainage 
submitted  on  the  invitation  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scot- 
land for  grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act,  1944,  all  the  water  supply  schemes  were  turned  down,  and 
only  the  following  drainage  schemes  were  selected  as  being 
available  for  grant  : Croftamie,  Cumbernauld  South,  Ros- 
neath  and  Clynder  and  Waterside.  With  the  staff  fully 
stretched  to  cover  the  work  on  housing  and  other  urgent 
work,  it  was  only  possible  to  make  a start  on  the  preparation 
of  plans  for  two  of  these  schemes,  Rosneath  and  Clynder,  and 
Waterside,  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Arrochar  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  and 
detritus  tanks  in  the  district  have  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year. 

A scheme  to  extend  the  district  to  include  Tarbet  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  for  a grant 
under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  but 
it  was  intimated  during  the  year  that  no  grant  under  this 
Act  could  be  given. 

Garelochhead  Special  Drainage  District. — The  Department 
of  Health  informed  the  Council  that  the  Drainage  Scheme 
stopped  on  the  outbreak  of  war  could  now  be  restarted  with  a 
similar  amount  of  grant,  and  plans  and  schedules  were  put 
on  hand. 

The  outfall  sewer  was  damaged  by  a naval  craft,  and  after 
some  correspondence  a sum  of  money  was  received  from  the 
Admiralty  for  its  repair. 

Rhu  Special  Drainage  District. — The  drainage  facilities 
provided  for  the  district  proved  adequate  and  were  main- 
tained in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year. 

As  at  Garelochhead  the  outfall  sewer  was  damaged  by  a 
naval  vessel,  necessitating  immediate  repair,  which  was 
carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the  Admiralty. 

Craigendoran  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  and 
detritus  tanks  in  the  district  continue  to  function  satisfac- 
torily. 
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Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  Special  Drainage  District. — 
Samples  of  the  sewage  effluent  and  of  the  River  Leven  after 
the  effluent  has  been  discharged  into  it,  were  taken,  at  varying 
tides,  throughout  the  year,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

The  sewers  on  the  towing  path  at  Fi  sherwood  Pumping 
Station  were  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  sewage  entering 
them,  and  in  wet  weather  frequently  overflowed  on  to  the 
towing  path.  A scheme  was  prepared  to  deal  with  this  and  a 
contract  placed  which  was  started  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  sewers  in  this  district,  laid  a good  number  of  years 
ago,  take  not  only  domestic  and  trade  sewage,  but  also  sur- 
face water.  These  sewers  are  now  carrying  their  full  capacity, 
and  they  are  therefore  unable  to  take  the  sewage  from  the 
large  number  of  houses  being  erected  in  the  district.  If  the 
surface  water  can  be  taken  out  of  these  existing  sewers  with 
the  resultant  drop  in  load  carried  it  will  be  possible  to  con- 
tinue to  utilise  them  to  carry  the  extra  domestic  sewage  from 
the  new  housing  schemes.  This  will  obviate  the  laying  of  a 
complete  new  length  of  sewer.  A scheme  has  therefore  been 
prepared  to  take  some  of  the  surface  water  out  of  the  sewers 
and  take  it  directly  to  the  River  Leven.  An  application  was 
made  for  a grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewer- 
age Act,  1944,  but  the  Department  of  Health  intimated  that 
no  grant  was  available  under  this  Act  but  that  the  scheme 
would  be  favourably  considered  under  the  Distribution  of 
Industry  Act,  1945.  Plans  were  under  preparation  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Two  large  housing  schemes,  at  Tullichewan  and  Dalmonach, 
were  started  during  the  year,  and  2000  yards  of  9-in.  dia- 
meter sewer  was  laid  to  deal  with  them. 

Council  approval  was  given  to  the  scheme  to  drain  the  pro- 
posed Industrial  Estate  at  Strathleven,  submitted  by  the 
Estate’s  Engineers,  and  a start  was  made  on  the  laying  of 
the  sewers  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  outfall  to  the  Estate 
is  to  be  taken  under  the  River  Leven  in  an  inverted  syphon 
and  connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  on  the  west  side  of  the  river. 

Gartocharn  Special  Drainage  District. — The  Department 
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of  Health  intimated  that  the  district  drainage  scheme  stopped 
bv  the  outbreak  of  war  could  now  be  restarted  on  a similar 
grant  to  that  given  to  the  regional  scheme.  Plans  and 
schedules  were  prepared  and  sent  out  to  contractors. 

Bowling  Special  Drainage  District. — -The  drainage  facili- 
ties in  Bowling  were  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  A start  on  the  sewers  for  the  housing  site  at  Milton 
was  held  up  by  a shortage  of  fireclay  pipes. 

Plans  and  schedules  were  prepared  for  the  completion  of 
the  Milton  Drainage  Scheme,  which  was  stopped  on  the  out- 
break of  war,  the  Department  of  Health  having  approved 
and  offered  a grant  of  the  same  proportions  as  for  the  pre- 
war scheme.  The  work  had  not  started  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Plans  and  schedules  for  the  joint  scheme  with  Clydebank 
Town  Council  were  prepared  during  the  year. 

Jhmtocher  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  in  the 
district  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  through- 
out the  year.  Plans  for  a housing  scheme  at  Goldenhill  were 
prepared  during  the  year. 

Bearsden  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  and 
pumping  stations  were  maintained  in  a good  condition 
throughout  the  year. 

A scheme  to  relieve  the  existing  sewers  and  take  the  sewers 
from  the  proposed  housing  developments  in  the  north  of 
Bearsden  was  submitted  for  a grant  under  the  Rural  Water 
Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  but  the  Department  of 
Health  intimated  that  the  scheme  could  not  be  considered 
either  under  this  Act  or  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act, 
1945. 

It  is  essential  that  some  means  be  found  to  relieve  the 
flooding  of  sewers  in  this  district  and  also  to  deal  with  the 
new  housing,  and  the  scheme  must  go  on  whether  a grant 
is  available  or  not. 

Plans  and  schedules  for  schemes  to  drain  small  private 
housing  developments  at  Kessington  Farm,  Iain  Road,  Milver- 
ton Avenue  and  Manse  Road,  were  prepared  during  the  year. 
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Condorrat  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  and 
pumping  station  were  adequate  to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the 
drainage  of  the  area,  but  the  sewage  disposal  works  are  over- 
taxed. 

The  Department  of  Health  intimated  that  the  scheme  to 
provide  new  sewage  works  would  be  favourably  considered 
for  a grant  under  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act,  1945,  and 
plans  were  under  preparation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sewers  were  laid  to  deal  with  a new  housing  scheme  at 
Dalshannon  View. 

Cumbernauld  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewage 
works  and  the  sewers  within  the  district  were  maintained 
satisfactorily  and  no  complaints  were  received  regarding 
the  discharge  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works. 

Dullatur  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewers  and  sewage 
works  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout 
the  year. 

Waterside  Special  Drainage  District. — The  drainage  facili- 
ties provided  were  maintained  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  A scheme  is  at  present  under  consideration  to  provide 
complete  purification  works. 

A new  housing  scheme  required  the  laying  of  services,  and 
these  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Croy  Special  Drainage  District. — The  sewage  works  and 
the  sewers  were  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 

A start  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  laying  of  sewers 
to  deal  with  a new  housing  scheme  at  Hillside. 

Cinematograph  Act.  1909. 

The  premises  holding  licences  under  the  above  Act  were 
inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  complying  with 
the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  licences  granted  by  the  Council. 
The  premises  concerned  are  as  undernoted  : —

Town  and  Country  Planning. 

Legislation. — The  Town  and  Country  Planning  (General 
Interim  Development)  Order  (Scotland),  1946,  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  17th  July  of  that  year,  supersedes  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim  Development) 
Order  (Scotland),  1933.  This  Order  was  necessary  due  to 
the  extended  powers  of  control  brought  about  by  the  passing 
of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (Interim  Development) 
(Scotland)  Act,  1943,  and  the  altered  requirements  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  carrying  out  of  Interim  Development  Con- 
trol by  the  up-to-date  approach  to  planning. 

The  purpose  of  the  new  Order  is  to  regulate  development 
during  the  interim  development  period  with  a number  of 
important  changes  in  previous  orders  such  as  : the  increase 
in  “ permitted  development,”  reduction  of  exemption  given 
under  the  1933  Order  to  development  carried  out  under 
Statutory  Powers  on  “ designated  land  ” and  provisions 
under  which  “ permitted  development  ” may  be  brought 
under  planning  control  in  certain  cases.  Also  the  Order  does 
not  reproduce  the  provisions  of  Article  6 of  the  1933  Order 
regarding  interim  development  control  over  alterations  or 
extensions  of  “ existing  buildings  ” and  erection  of  build- 
ings ordinarily  incidental  to  dwelling  houses  and  development 
of  land  for  private  sports  grounds.  These  are  now  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Interim  Development  Authorities. 

It  is  understood  that  further  and  improved  legislation  in 
the  form  of  a Town  and  Country  Planning  (Scotland)  Bill 
is  likely  to  be  presented  to  Parliament  early  in  1947,  setting 
up  a new  planning  system  to  deal  with  modern  require- 
ments; a method  of  dealing  with  the  problem  of  development 
values  and  provision  of  Exchequer  grants  to  help  Local 
Authorities  to  purchase  land  for  planning  purposes. 
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Housing  Develojsments. — During  1946  there  has  been  a 
marked  increase  over  the  preceding  five  years  in  the  number 
of  applications  made  to  the  Council  for  the  development  of 
land  within  the  landward  and  small  burghal  areas. 

The  number  of  applications  dealt  with  throughout  the  year 
was  approximately  509  under  the  Town  and  Country  (General 
Interim  Development)  Order  (Scotland),  1932,  and  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim  Development)  Order 
(Scotland),  1946,  showing  an  increase  of  209  applications 
over  1945  figures  apart  from  provisional  applications  of  which 
there  were  approximately  57.

A large  proportion  of  the  applications  has  been  for  the  lay- 
out of  housing  developments  both  for  Local  Authority  and 
private  enterprise,  principally  in  Alexandria,  Balloch, 
Bearsden,  Bowling,  Cardross,  Condorrat,  Garelochhead,  Luss 
and  Renton.  180  permanent  houses  for  Local  Authorities 
were  approved  and  366  houses  for  private  enterprise.  Similar 
developments  have  also  taken  place  in  the  Burghs  of  Helens- 
burgh, Kirkintilloch  and  Milngavie,  for  388  Local  Authority 
permanent  houses  and  155  private  enterprise  houses. 
Applications  for  87  temporary  houses  and  layouts  have  had 
approval  within  the  Burghs  of  Helensburgh,  Kirkintilloch 
and  Milngavie.  A number  of.  large  houses  in  Helensburgh 
and  Kirkintilloch  have  had  planning  approval  for  conversion 
into  two  or  more  dwelling  houses. 
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General  Developments . — Other  types  of  development  sub- 
mitted to  the  Town  Planning  Committee  for  approval  have 
included  agricultural  buildings,  shops,  business  and  indus- 
trial premises  and  outbuildings  incidental  to  dwelling  houses. 

In  anticipation  of  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age, 
temporary  school  rooms  and  dining  halls  have  been  approved 
for  the  Education  Committee  at  Alexandria,  Glen  Douglas, 
Rhu  and  Jamestown  in  the  Landward  area  and  in  the  Burghs 
of  Kirkintilloch  and  Milngavie. 

A number  of  Nissen  Huts,  Air  Raid  Shelters  and  other 
war-time  buildings  has  been  approved  as  temporary  struc- 
tures during  the  present  materials  shortage,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  conditions  will  improve  sufficiently  within  the  next  five 
years  to  enable  these  structures  to  be  replaced  by  permanent 
buildings,  where  sites  are  suitable  for  the  developments  pro- 
posed in  the  respective  Planning  Schemes. 

Contraventions . — A number  of  erections,  including  garages, 
shops  and  boardings  and  alterations  to  dwelling  houses  and 
ancillary  out-buildings  carried  out  without  the  requisite 
approval  of  the  Council,  was  dealt  with  by  the  Town  Plan- 
ning Committee. 

Appeals. — The  Council  were  notified  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  Edinburgh,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  had,  after 
an  informal  inquiry,  decided  to  sustain  the  Council’s  decision 
in  refusing  the  erection  of  a hut  at  “ Seabank  Cottage,” 
Cardross. 

In  this  connection  possible  camp  sites  on  which  the  Council 
would  be  prepared  to  consider  applications  for  the  erection 
of  huts  were  intimated  to  the  appellant  at : — 

1 . Mollandhu — Cardross. 

2.  Letrault — -Rhu. 

3.  Portincaple — Garelochhead. 

4.  The  Fort — Kilcreggan. 

Industry. — It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  work  was  com- 
menced on  the  site  of  the  Vale  of  Leven  Industrial  Estate  in 
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October  of  this  year.  In  relation  to  this  development,  plans 
for  the  layout  of  industrial  buildings,  blocks  No.  1 and  2 
have  been  approved. 

Messrs.  Metal  Industries,  Ltd.,  are  now  using  the  Port  at 
Faslane,  Garelochhead,  for  ship-breaking  purposes. 

Other  factory  developments,  on  a smaller  scale,  were 
approved  of  at  the  Vale  of  Leven,  Old  Kilpatrick  and  Milton 
in  the  Landward  area  of  the  County  and  Milngavie  and 
Helensburgh  in  the  Burghal  areas. 

Electricity Plans  have  been  approved  for  the  construction 
of  low-tension  and  extra  high-tension  overhead  and  under- 
ground electricity  supply  lines  by  the  Clyde  Valley  Electrical 
Power  Company,  Glasgow,  at  Arden,  Balloch,  Bowling. 
Jamestown,  Rosneath,  Twechar,  and  Waterside. 

Overhead  lines  were  also  approved  within  the  Burgh  of 
Cove  and  Kilcreggan. 

Overhead  low-tension  electricity  supply  lines  were  given 
approval  for  supplying  the  village  of  Croftamie  by  the 
Grampian  Electricity  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  Perth. 

Plans  were  approved  for  the  supply  of  electricity  by  the 
Scottish  Central  Electricity  Power  Co.,  Stirling,  for  indus- 
trial purposes  to  Croy  and  the  Burgh  of  Kirkintilloch  in  the 
detached  portion  of  the  County. 

After  negotiations  with  the  Clyde  Valley  Electrical  Power 
Company  and  the  North  of  Scotland  Hydro-Electric  Board, 
arrangements  were  made  to  transfer  for  distribution  purposes 
the  area  comprising  the  Parish  of  Arrochar  and  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Luss,  inchiding  Luss  village,  from  the  Company  to 
the  Board.  The  Board  hoped  to  provide  electricity  supply  in 
part  of  the  area  before  the  end  of  the  year,  but  supply  diffi- 
culties prevented  this  work  being  carried  out. 

Post  Office  Telegraphs. — The  Postmaster-General  forwarded 
plans  showing  proposed  routes  of  overhead  and  underground 
telegraph  lines,  also  sites  of  telephone  kiosks  and  pillar  boxes 
approved  in  some  instances,  after  adjustment,  on  alternative 
sites  mainly  at  Arrochar,  Alexandria,  Bearsden,  Bowling, 
Duntocher  and  Gartocharn. 
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Clyde  1 alley  Regional  Planning  Advisory  Committee. — In 
March  of  this  year  a summary  of  the  Clyde  Valley  Regional 
Planning  Advisory  Committee  Regional  Report  prepared  by 
Professor  Abercrombie  was  sent  to  all  Local  Authorities  in  the 
region. 

Intimation  was  made  by  the  Advisory  Committee  that 
additional  expenditure  of  £4000  would  be  incurred  in  con- 
tinuing the  Clyde  Valley  Regional  Planning  Organisation 
with  a skeleton  staff  until  at  least  15th  May,  1947.  The 
proportion  of  this  amount  payable  by  Council  is  £202. 

For  the  information  of  Local  Authorities  regarding  hous- 
ing sites  in  their  respective  areas,  a preliminary  edition  of 
the  Consultants’  Final  Report  without  statistical  diagrams 
was  issued  by  the  Clyde  Valley  Regional  Planning  Advisory 
Committee. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1945-1946  an  indication  was 
given  that,  due  to  the  shortage  of  technical  staff  and  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Deputy  Consultant  by  the  Department  of 
Health  for  other  important  work,  and  the  difficulty  of  carry- 
ing out  printing  arrangements,  the  estimated  date  of  com- 
pleting the  Final  Report  would  require  to  be  postponed. 

In  this  connection  it  was  stated  at  the  Committee’s  meet- 
ing on  the  22nd  November,  1946,  that  the  Final  Illustrated 
Report  would  probably  be  issued  by  the  end  of  1947. 

Preparation  of  Planning  Schemes. — With  the  cessation  of 
hostilities,  it  was  hoped  that  good  progress  would  be  made 
with  the  preparation  of  Planning  Schemes  for  the  whole 
County  area.  The  problem  of  obtaining  suitable  staff  with 
planning  experience  has  proved,  by  advertisement,  to  be 
extremely  difficult  at  the  present  time.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
position  will  improve  in  time.
